London Times of Jan. 19.] 

There is a game of forfeits, which most of us at 
e period of our lives have played at, in winch 
«ne of the party makes a queer grimace or a ridicu¬ 
les vesture, and every one else is to imitate it 
nder pain ' of bein g fined. While it lasts; the 
Thole party is always necessarily in some ridiculous 

ot unnatural posture, and, although it begins with 

shouts of laughter, yet, if it be long protracted, it 
ends by becoming rather tiresome. This game 
h»s been kept up with great spirit by our excel¬ 
lent friends across the Atlantic. The vivacious and 
i-ooirish President and his more sombre and sad 
belongings, his Cabinet, his Congress, and his riot- 
a Bn d exuberant press, have all passed with 
clumsy confusion, changing as their leader changed, 
from attitude to attitude, from grimace to grimace, 
never being at any moment natural or true, hut 
always berag consistent in a certain uniformity of 
contortion. Most of these attitudes required the 
«indispensable negro ” as an accessory, and at this 
moment Mr. Lincoln and all his - company are walk¬ 
ing across the world’s Stage arm in arm with a 
rather reluctant negro; each “ Conscript Yankee,” 
however, having his tongue thrust in his cheek, one 
of his thumbs pointed eastwards over his shoulder, 
and a finger of his other hand upon. his lips. All 
the actors are earnest to tell each other that this is 
nothing hut “Buncombe.” Cassius Clay himself 
wouldTink in his own estimation if he thought his 
neighbors could imagine that he was a^-eal emanci¬ 
pator for emancipation’s sake, or that he had any 
other object in view except to devastate the South by 
strong acts, and to cajole the fools of Europe by fine 
words. Mr. Cassius Clay or any of his shrewd 
companions in these gesticulating orgies, would be 
enraged if any one of his own friends thought he 
could be seriously se silly as to he sincere. To be a 
philanthropist at all would probably not be, in his 
opinion, very creditable to the shrewdness of the . 
compatriot of a matter-of-fact people, whose facts 
are for the most part fictions ; hut to profess a 
philanthropy which can never operate except as an 
agency of. bloodshed, to be a liberator of other peo¬ 
ple’s slaves and a conservator of his own, to be a 
proscriber of the black race in the North and West, 
a slave-master in the Middle States, and an emanci¬ 
pator in the South, is a contradiction which the 
smartest Yankee could not allow himself to be 
thought really capable of suggesting as worthy of 
serious belief in his own people. With his tongue 
in his cheek, then, and his thumb pointing over his 
.shoulder Europewards, Mr. Lincoln bids his friends 
to understand that all he is doing is only intended 
to befool the governments and the people and the 
press of simple-minded Europe. 

Happily, for the safety of the quiet mediocre 
members of the world’s society, very remarkably 
clever people have always too high an opinion of 
their own cleverness, and rate the lolly and credulity 
of the mass at too high a point. A man ^ho thinks 
everybody else in the world a fool is very likely to 
end by finding himself thoroughly wj^l-appreciated. 
This is the present case of the pseudo-emancipators 
of the North. Archbishop Whately, in his moderate 
and sensible letter to Mrs. Beecher Stow*, has 
stated with great accuracy the impressions made 
upon the people of England by these coarse and 
obvious attempts to entrap their sympathies. No 
one in England believes that the Western Americans, 
viho will not suffer a black man in their States, are 
actuated by any benevolent feelings towards his 
race. No one in England thinks that the citizens of 
the Atlantic cities, wh^ are warring in order to 
recover the profits of slave labor, are honestly desir¬ 
ous to extinguish slavery. No one in England ima¬ 
gines that the President, who has over and over 
again declared that his object is to restore the Union, 
with slavery if he can, without slavery if he must, 
desires emancipation for itself. No one in England 
is dupe enough to credit that Mr. Seward, who- has 
told his friends that if it would help to restore the 
Union he would force Massachusetts to become a 
slave State,^ has any horror of slavery. No one 
doubts in England, any more than any one doubts 
in New York, that if the South would to-morrow 
send a flag of truce to Washington, and offer to 
come back upon terms of the reestablishment of 
slavery in all its plenitude, and under the condition 
that the agitation of anti-slavery doctrines should 
he a penal offence all over the^Jnion, the proposi-

Well-to-do gentlemen, who got up their politics 
during a five minutes ride in the omnibus, might find 
it convenient to be set up by the articles of The 
Times (laughter)—but the people neither read it, nor 
would they trust it if they did read it (cheers). Mr. 
Thompson then, amid great enthusiasm, proceeded to 
notice the various great acts performed by Mr. Lin¬ 
coln, which showed his opposition to slavery. Alter 
describing the origin of the Republican party, and 
the infamous Dred Scott decision which Mr. Lincoln s 
Attorney-General had pronounced unconstitutional, 
he said that every slave emancipated by Mr. Lincoln’s 
glorious proclamation was now a citizen, and could 
claim the protection of the laws of the United States 
(cheers). When he found the President thus, in de¬ 
spite of obstacles, steadily prosecuting one great pur¬ 
pose—when he found this great emancipation procla : 
mation preceded by acts, any one of which evidenced 
his sincerity—he took his proclamation not only with 
thankfulness, but with the deepest gratitude to the 
good man who had promulgated it (loud cheers). It 
was no sham. It might be a tragedy; it might be a 
jubilee; it might lead to one of the most glorious 
events in the world’s history since the Messiah trod 
the earth—or if Jefferson Davis’s threat was carried 
out, it might lead to that the thought of which 
chilled the blood. . It was no sham, but the Magna 
Charta of the negroes’ rights (enthusiastic cheering). 
It was written, spoken, declared, and it never could 
be revoked (cheers). The negro must either be a 
man rejoicing in the rights of a man, or the victim of 
those demi-demons who through the lips of Jefferson 
Davis threatened his extermination. Jefferson Dawis 
threatened with extermination four million of people 
(sensation). He (Mr. Thompson) thought that that 
man was a demon, but now he knew it. Who was to 
exterminate them? The Southerners, rather than 
give England cotton, burned it; and rather than give 
the negroes freedom they would slay them. He 
thanked them for coming out in their true character; 
but though they might threaten, they could not per¬ 
form [applause]. There was a vitality in four mil¬ 
lion of people that would exceed the devili^n of Jef¬ 
ferson Davis [cheers]. It was easy for him to tear 
the babe from his mother—to deflower the undefend¬ 
ed maiden—to rob the laborer of his hire : but to 
stand up before God and the world, and butcher four 
million of people, he could not do [great applause]. 
In conclusion, Mr, Thompson stated there never was 
an instrument that proceeded from purer motives— 
that was more just in its object—or that would be 
more salutary in its effects than that proclamation. 
He concluded a long and eloquent speech in the 
words of the poet:

Last evening a demonstration of the inhabitants of 
South London was held in the large room of Taylor’s 
Repository, near the Elephant and Castle, for the pur¬ 
pose of expressing sympathy with the oause of negro 
. emancipation in the United States. The meeting was 
advertised to commence at eight o’clock, but as early 
as seven o’clock a large cepwd had collected around 
the entrance to the Repository, and by half-past the 
room was densely crowded, hundreds of persons 
being unable to obtain admission. 

A second and much larger meeting was improvised 
outside, and the proceedings throughout of boft were 
marked by the greatest enthusiasm and the most 
perfect unanimity. 

At the meeting held in the large room of the Re¬ 
pository Mr. W. J. Haynes presided, and on the plat¬ 
form we observed the Rev. W. Barker, Mr. Northouse, 
Mr. &• Thompson, who attended as a deputation 
from the Emancipation Society ; Mr. F. W. Chesson, 
Mr. W. Malthouse, Mr. J. Gilpin, of Nottingham;

Long before eight o’clock, the time appointed for 
commencing the business-of the meeting in the large 
room, it became densely crowded, at least 1,500 per¬ 
sons being present; hut the crowd unable to obtain 
admittance was still larger in numbers, completely 
filling the open space in front of the Depository, and 
emending across the road nearly up to the Elephant 
and Castle. Jt was, therefore, determined by the 
Committee to nold an open-air meeting, and an extem¬ 
pore platform having been raised in front of the 
building, Mr. Farrell, a, vestryman of St. George’s, 
was called to the chair. He addressed the meeting 
at some length in support of the policy of the Ameri¬ 
can President, which he believed would ultimately, 
in spite of the assertions of The Times and other 
Southern sympathizers, prove triumphant. It had 
already resulted in the emancipation of three million 
of slaves. The Rev. Mr. Barker then moved the 
same resolutions which he had before proposed in 
the large room, enforcing it by similar arguments. 
Mr. Connolly, an operative mason, seconded the reso¬ 
lution. He knew the sympathies of the immense 
majority of his fellow working men were with the 
North. They abhorred slavery in e^giy form, more 
especially that detestable system for which alone the 
South were contending. The resolution was sup¬ 
ported by Lieut. Malthouse, the Rev. W. Hawkins, 
and several-other speakers, and was carried amidst 
the most enthusiastic cheering. The meeting con¬ 
cluded with three tremendous cheers for Abraham 
Lincoln and his emancipation proclamation.
